, THE HOUSE. 
DISCOURAGED, INDIFFERENT, AND LISTLESS. 
Svecial Dupatch to The Chisago Tribune... 

Wasnrroron, D. C., Aug. 5.—The House never 
presented a more discouraged, indifferent, and 
listless appearance than it did all of today. 
Legisiation was practically at an end, although 
two or three members bad bille which they were 
anxious to obtain action uvon, but at the same 
time conscious that in the sum attendance of 
the House asingie objéotion would be fatal to 
their desires. Twoor three measures of no par- 
ticular importance did manage to obtain a hear- 
ing and to be adopted, but nearly everything 
that was presented fell into the limbo of objec- 
tions, At an early hour Robeson came in smiling 
with a report that the Conference Committee on 
the Navy bill had agreed. The statement #o- 
companying the report was read, showing that 
the House bad virtually obtained all it wanted, 
and then the report was adopted without a di- 
vision. In the course of the day 

THE BILL WAS ENGROSSED 
and sent to the President for hie signature. 

There was a sligut flurry over the Senate 
amendment to a bill which recently passed the 
House unanimously to remove the charge of 
desertion against volunteers who, at 
the close of the War, took French leave 
and went home without waiting tor perinission, 
and who did not return to their commands be- 
fore they were mustered out. Technically, these 
men are all deserters; really, nove of them/{are 
open to that charge. They did not leave their 
colors until they knew that their service would 
no longer be required, and a pardonable anxiety 
to return to their homes induced them to waive 
the formalities which the regulations of the 
army required. The Senate bas amended this 
bill so it should not apply to any soldier who 
bad been in the service less than twelve months 
-an amendment which seemed to the ex- Union 
soldiers in the House 

UNREASONABLE AND UNJUST. 
After a lively debate the bill was sent to a con-

ANOTUER ACCOUNT OF THE BATTLE. 

At 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon an armored 
train with Nordenfeldt guns and forty-pounders 
proceeded to Mahalia Junction, carrying 1,000 
marines under Col. Tewson, accompanied by 
Capt. Fisher and Lieut. Lambton. 

The expedition was joined from Ramleh by 
sixty of the Eighth Rities and Thirty-eighth 
Regiment.

Lord Dufferin has been in- 
structed to intimate that Turkish troops will 
not be permitted until Arabi Pasha is first 
deciared a rebel. This instruction was con- 
urmed two days ago, and it has already had the 
effect of inducing the Sultan to inform Lord 
Dufferin of the terms of the proclamation to be 
published after the Turkish landing. This does 
not satisfy England. The past determination 
of the Cabinet bus been so manifest that Mr. 
Gladstone is not expected to yield. 

THE ENGLISH VIEW

It 
is also estimated that there is a working stock in 
the bande of jobbers and retailers of from 200. 
000 to 300,000 pounds, the statistics of which can-

Tur Naval Appropriation bill has at last 
been put through both Houses without the 
loss of its more valuable features. The Sen- 
ate conferees yielded on most points. This 
was to have been expected from the compo- 
sition of the Senate committee, all the mem- 
bers of which were originally in favor of the 
reforms in the House bill. There is to bea 
reduction of both the staif and the line of the 
navy, though the Commodores are not to be 
abolished utterly, as Robeson proposed. The 
Sevsetary of the Navy is to have the discre- 
tion to close navy-yards as he shall see fit—a 
high compliment to the integrity and judg- 
ment of the present Secretary of the Navy. 
Robeson does not get as much by $600,000 
tor floating his monitors as he expected and 
demanded. The bill is a good one. But 
there is no apparent reason why it should 
not have passed in February as well as in the 
dog-days. The Naval dill has heretofore 
been one of the first to be brought forward, 
and would have been this year but for the 
laziness of Robeson. 

THERE will be an election in Alabama to- 
morrow. A full State ticket and a Legisla- 
ture will be chosen. The Legislature will 
appoint a successor to Senator Morgan, 
whose term will expire March 3, 1885. If the 
Senator should be elected to stay at home an 
immense boon would be conferred on the 
people of the country at large. Morgan has 
been fitly described as “the long-distance 
champion orator of the Senate.“ He is a 
speaker of the old school, and does not know 
that he is fairly on his legs until he has con- 
sumed two hofirs of the Senate’s time. He 
indiseriminately talks to death both the 
measures he is in favor of and those 
he opposes. If Morgan had not deemed it 
necessary to make six long speeches in favor 
of the Japanese Indemnity Dill, which he 
was very anxious to have passed, it would 
have become a law long ago. Now it is 
likely to fail. For all this Morgan is a man 
of great ability and legal learning; and, if he 
could curb his unfortunate tongue, would be 
a useful member of the Senate. 


AN ACEPHALOUS GOVERNMENT. 

The Government of the City of Chicago is 
without ahead. The Mayor has not only 
left the city, but the State and the country, 
and is now traveling ona foreign steamer 
under the British flag, Qeaving Chicago ex- 
posed to all the perils and trials resulting 
from the want of an Executive. The case is 
unprecedented. The great commercial, man- 
ufacturing, and food-distributing city of the 
country to be deserted, abandoned, and for- 
saken by its appointed Executive and left in 
the irresponsible control of hirelings and un- 
derlings! Who isto care for Chicago now 
that her Mayor is away and in foreign lands 
consorting with Dukes and Duchesses, Lords 
and nobles, perchance with Emperors and 
Empresses? Where is the Mayor of Chicago, 
and no less than fourteen picnics to be heid 
here in the next thirty days, all to be held in 


different languages, and no one to address 


the picnickers in their native tongues! 
What is to become of Chicago during these 
weeks of desertion ? No one here to pardon 
the inmates of the bridewell, and restore to 
liberty the noble patriots who may beat their 
wives and pound their children? Suppose 
some ignorant O’Brien or other man of that 
kind shall insult or assault some respectable 
persons, and some Justice of the Peace shall 
fine the fellow and send him to the bride- 
well, who is to release the ruffian in the ab- 
sence of the Mayor? Must a chosen officer 
of that kind languish in prison while the 
Mayor of Chicago is consorting and hobnob- 
bing with Bismarck, Parnell, Gladstone, 
Arabi Pasha, and the other rulers of Europe ? 
Why should he abandon the saloonkeepers 
and the disorderly-house people now when 
the tide of prohibition agitation is sweeping 
over the land, threatening to swamp the per- 
sonal liberty of the people, and endeavoring 
to establish some legal recognition of Sunday? 
Where, oh, where is the Mayor whose recent 
speech upon the sovereign virtuesof whisky 
is recognized in every distillery in the land 
as a further improvement upon a new ver- 
sion of the Bible? In the abandonment of 
the Mayor’s peculiar constituents they cry out 
in their distress, ** Why has our beloved de- 
serted us; oh, let him hasten to our protec- 
tion before we shall be imprisoned and escape 
not.” What is the law insuch an emergency ? 
The law of the State creating the office of 
Mayor provides: 

The chief ‘executive officer of a city shall be a 
Mayor, who shall be a citizen of the United States, 
a qualified elector, reside within the city limits, 


and bold his office for two years and until his 
successor is elected and qualified. 


During atemporary absence or disability of 
the Mayor, the City Council sbal! elect one of 
its number to act as Mayor pro tem., who, during 
such absence or disability shall possess the pow- 


ers of Mayor. 

It the Mayor, atany time during the term of 
bis office, shall remove from the limits of the 
city, bis office shall thereby become vacant. 


There are various other provisions all de- 
fining the powers and duties of the Mayor, and 
in no case is he permitted to delegate any of 
his powers to any other officer. The only 
person who can exercise any of the powers 
pertaining to the office of Mayor is such per- 
son as may be elected to that office to fill a 
vacancy, temporary or permanent: and the 
charter provides that there shall be no va- 
cancy in the office longer than is necessary 
to convene the Council and elect some per- 
son for that purpose. The possibility of the 
city being left without a Mayor is legally 
prevented, because of the absolute prohibi- 
tion of any power of the Mayor to delegate 
any of the powers of his office to any other 
officer. 

The understanding is that the Mayor has 
left in the hands of the Controller various 
blanks and with other persons blank war- 
rants, pardons, and other papers which can 
only be issued by the Mayor of the city. All 
these he has signed in blank, and all of them 
are of necessity illegal. The charter does 
not contemplate, in fact Prohibits, the exer- 
cise of any duty by the Mayor except by 
him in person, and in the City of Chicago. 
It provides for a temporary Mayo 

from 

city, which temporary Mayor alone can per- 
form any official duty. N either Mr. Gurney 
nor Mr. Feiton can, during the Mayor’s ab- 
sence, perform any legal duty of the Mayor, 
even under a warrant signed by him. When 
he leaves the city his legal authority to do 
any act pertaining to the office of Mayor 
ceases instantly, and all papers signed with 
bis name ana issued during his absence are 
they were blank paper. 
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selves incarcerated in the ride bell during 
the Mayor’s absence will experience the se- 
rious. embarrassment of there being no officer 
in the city authorized to remit the fines or 
pardon them. Aldermanic intercession, even 
tor constituents, will be vain. The only es- 
cape from Mr. Felton's hotel will be through 
the payment-ef the penalties, with perhaps 
the chance of an appropriation from the 
Council after the Mayor’s return to refund 
them. ? 

We do not imagine there will be any gen- 
eral complaint in case the bridewell de- 
livery shall be suspended. It will interfere 
somewhat with the daily patronage of some 
of the Aldermen, whose dealings with a 
portion of their constituents consist of em- 
ploying them to manage the primaries, act as 
delegates to nominating conventions, and 
in return of getting them pardoned out of 
the bridewell whenever committed thereto. 
The absence of the Mayor for sixty days 
may compel the city to hire further quarters 
or erect temporary barracks to accommodate 
the prisoners, but as a general thing this 
will relieve the streets and low quarters of 
the city from their habitués, and enable the 
Mayor on his return to issue the largest 
proclamation of pardon ever issued by the 
Mayor of any city in any country at one 
time, 

In stating the legal disability resulting 
from the absence of the Mayor, the failure 
to elect an acting Mayor, and the want of a 
head te the City Government, we do not wish 
to be understood as objecting personally to 
Mr. Felton or the Controller. We have no 
question that these gentlemen will be 
faithful and intelligent in their trusts, 
nor do we have any fear that 
the city’s interests or character will 
suffer because of the Mayor’s absence. We 
refer to the case particularly because it is a 
gross violation of law, which should not 
pass into a recognized precedent. Other 
times may come when other men than Mr. 
Gurney may hold the city paper signed in 
blank by an absent Mayor, and the necessity 
for a legal compliance with the charter to 
sanction official acts may become of serious 
consequence, and when this evil and unnec- 
essary precedent may become of costly im- 
portance. The duties of Mayor cannot le- 
gally be performed by proxy, and it is un- 
wise and dangerous to attempt it. 


SMALL-POX IN THE NORTHWEST. 
The ignorance of Congress in regard to 
the National Board of Health and its opera- 
tions is truly lamentable, Mr. Hiscock, the 


Chairman of the House Committee on Ap- 


propriations, is a fair-minded man, and sin- 
cerely anxious to do what is right; yet he 
has been convinced, in some strange way, 
that the National Board is striving for po- 
litical influence, and that the work it has 
been doing in the West and South has no 
practical utility. | 

It is one of the misfortunes of every quaran- 
tine or health regulation that the more effect- 
ive it is in preventing disease the less are its 
visible and tangible results. There has been 
little or no yellow-fever in the South during 
the last year, and it is impossible to prove 
that there would have been any if the Nation- 
al Board of Health had not been in exist- 
ence. We know in a general way that 
when there was no board yellow-fever in 
some years was an epidemic, and the conse- 
quences in certain regions very destructive 
of life and property; but it is also 
a fact that under the old system 
many years passed without the development 
of the fever. It is impossible to establish a 
negative in argument, and the best work of 
all health organizations is the producing. of 
negatives. Public health is anormal condi- 
tion, other things being equal, and itis an 
ungrateful task for the most ardent statis- 
ticians to show that normal results have been 
Obtained in a given case. 

But while this is true ot yellow-fever in 
the South for the last few years, itis by no 
means true of small-pox in the North- 
west. Small-pox has been virtually 
epidemic in this section of the coun- 
try for the last two years. The health 
officers of Chicago have been most energetic 
and capable in attempting to stamp out the 
disease. It is due to them to say that no 
class of public officials in the United States 
are freer from the suspicion of being “ work- 
ing politicians” or striving after political in- 
fluence than they are. The chief health 
officer of Chicago was appointed by a Re- 
publican Mayor and retained in office by two 
successive Democratic Administrations. He 
isa hard-working, conscientious, and poorly- 
paid official. His subordinates are medical 
men of character, and one of them at least is 
a physician of private means, who has en- 
gaged in this work from a sense of duty and 
out of professional zeal, 

The follows table shows the number of 
cases of small-pox and deaths from that pause 
coming within the jurisdiction of the Health 
Office of this city during the year ending 
July 31 last:

One thousand one hundred and sixteen 
deaths from small-pox in Chicago in a single 
year is, it must be confessed, an inordinate 
number. Small-pox is a preventable disease. 
Proper vaccination is a secure protection 
against it. No fatal cases came under the 
notice of the health officers last year in 
which the patient had been duly vaccinated 
within two years previous to the attack. 

It will be noticed that the number of 
small-pox cases diminished rapidly as the 
warm weather came on. The disease does 
not exist in Chicago at present in an epi- 
demic form. It has been checked partly by 
the efficient regulations of the Board of 
Health and partly by the operation of natural 
causes. Small-pox does not usually flourish 
in the United States during warm weather, 
when doors and windows are kept open and 
abundant ventilation is insured. But there 
is no telling how speedily it may return in 
the fall, or with what virulence. 

It may de said that if the local Board of 
Health has been able to do such good work 
there is no reason why it should have the 
assistance of a National organization. But 
this is fallacious reasoying. The utmost har- 
mony prevails between the local and Na- 
tional boards. The Municipal Government 
sent its Controller and Health Officer to 
Washington last spring for the express pur- 
pose of urging Congress to enlarge the pow- 
ers of the National Board. This fact of itself 
disproves the allegation that the movement 
had in it no higher object than an extension 
of political patronage. The local Government 
is Democratic. How could it be benefited 
by an enlargement of National patronage 
under a Republican Administration? The 
charge is ridiculously false. There has 
been no politics in either of the Health 
Boards, and will be none so long as they 
shall remain under their present manage- 
ment. 

The belief of intelligent medical men in 
this part of the country is that small-pox is 
not indigenous, butis imported from Europe. 
A large stream of immigration is constantly 


flowing through Chleago. Few of the im- 


| 
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migrants are properly protected by vaccina- 
tion. At one time last winter above 75 per 
cent of the inmates of the small-pox 
hospital in this city were newly-arrived 
immigrants. The health officers believe that 
the small-pox would never be an alarming 
disease in the city if the immigrants were 
vaccinated before embarking on the other 
side of the ocean, Vaccination in New York 
or any other receiving port is not enough, 
because the patient may develop small-pox 
in transitu from New York to Chicago be- 
fore the innoculation has been completed. 
Our Health Boards, State and city, have 
endeavored to have a National law enacted 
compelling steamship companies to require 
a certificate of vaccination of immigrants be- 
fore embarkation, or ten days before landing. 
But owing to the influence of the com panies 
or for some other reasons the proposed bili 
could not obtain a hearing. 

Congress has not only refused to enlarge 
the powers of the National Board, but it has 
resolved to retrench them. Ina spasin of 
ecopomy the House reduced the appropria- 
tion for the support of the board to $15,500, 
and refused te concur in a Senate amend- 
mentincreasing the amount by $78,000. There 
were plenty of members to vote in favor of 
passing the River and Harbor bill (appropri- 
ating $18,700,000) over the President’s veto, 
but nota bare majority of a quorum to make 
an allowance for the simple wants of the 
Board of Health. The difference shows how 
much more potential a proposition to grant 
money for local improvements is than a 
measure looking to the protection of the pub- 
lic health. 

The National Board has established an 
efficient system of inspection, which the IIli- 
vois State Board is now continuing, the 
results of which are set forth in another 
column this morning. Without going into 
details, it is sufficient to say that the local 
officers testify to the merits of this system in 
the warmest terms. It will be a real depri- 
vation, a wrong and injury. to the North- 
west if Congress, influenced by mistaken 
notions of economy, shall strike down this 
system just when it is beginning to produce 
the most beneficent results, It will be espe- 
cialiy unfortunate if this shall be done in 
consequence of the misguided exertions of 
the IIlinols member of the Committee on 
Appropriations, who ought to know what he 
is talking about in this connection, but 
apparently does not. 
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SENATORIAL HERESY. 

Senator Anthony, of Rhode Island, is clear- 
ly guilty of political heresy. It is with re- 
gret that we prefer the charge: (1) Because he 
isa man of venerable age. (2) Because he 
was once an editor. (3) Because he is the 
father of the Senate. (4) Because he is of 
our political faith. (5) Because it is his 
first offense. If it were not a very grave 
offense it might be excusedon account of the 
past good character of the culprit. But it 
threatens our free institutions; it is an as- 
sault upon the palladium of our liberties! 
It has always been founda matter of ex- 
treme difficulty to adequately punish polltic- 
al heresy. Political parties have power to 
issue decrees, but lack the authority to en- 
force penalties, In the case of Sena- 
tor Anthony, however, the offense is not 
againat a political party, but against 
the people; and in the hands of the people 
there is always aremedy. Mr. Anthony will 
soon come before the representatives of the 
people of Ruode Island for an indorsement 
of his past course of twenty-four years in 
the highest legislative body in the land and 
seeking re@lection. We shall see then how the 
representatives of the people of the proud 
Commonwealth of Rhode Island regard the 
attempt of their servant to gag his brother 
members of the Lower House! 

This brings us directly to Mr. Anthony’s 
offense. He has proposed an amendment to 
the Sundry Civil bill cutting off the printing 
in the Congressional Record of speeches not 
actually delivered. Andin defense of his 
amendment he says flatly “ that it is his pur- 
pose to stop the publication of undelivered 
matter.“ Think of it, ye gods! Senator An- 
thony speaks contemptuously of the speeches 
of Congressmen as matter 

Now, What is matter? Lexicographers de- 
fine it as “that which is thrown out or dis- 
charged in a tumor, boil, of abscess: pus, 
purulent substance collected in an abscess, 
the effect of suppuration more or less per- 
fect.” Plainly Mr. Anthony characterizes 
Congressmen as “tumors,” “boils,” or 
“ abscesses,”’ undergoing a process of “ sup- 
puration more or less perfect,“ and as secret- 
ing pus more or less “purulent.” It has 
been said by a political philosopher that 
“cities are sores on the body politic,” but 
Mr. Anthony is the first audacious person 
who has had the temerity to characterize 
Congressmen as tumors, boils, or abscesses 
on the body of the National Legislature dis- 
charging “purulent pus” in the form of 
speeches in the Congressional Record. 

It may be said (hat there is another defini- 
tion which may have been in the mind of Mr. 
Anthony when he proposed his famous 
amendinent—namely: that matter is divided 
by philosophical writers into three classes, 
the third class of which is known as ert 
form substances, or elastic fluids called va- 
pore and gases. But how does this mend 
the matter? Does Mr. Anthony wish to be 
understood as asserting that the speeches of 
his brother Congressmen in the Lower House 
are windy, flatulent, and gaseous? Does he 
suppose that Congressmen will rest easier 
under the imputation of emitting vapors and 
gases than of discharging purulent pus ? 

Mr. Anthony’s proposed amendment can 
be regarded in no other light than as a mon- 
strous outrage upon the right of free speech, 
or rather the right of free printing. While 
the country hangs breathless with admira- 
uon on the burning sentences of the member 
from Poker Flat in the Congressional Record, 
and that gentleman is overwhelmed with 
telegraphic dispatches of congratulation, 
Mr. Anthony may be presumed to be sneer- 
iuxly referring to the masterly effort as puru- 
lent pus or vaporous gas. 

The sole explanation of Mr. Anthony’s 
animosity toward “undelivered speeches” 
isenvy. Of this unworthy passion the dis- 
patches give a hint. They state that the cus- 
tom of printing undelivered speeches in the 
Record “tends to give some members who 
as a matter of fact are not capable of mak- 
ing a respectable speech a prominence which 
they do not deserve.“ Mr. Anthony is not 
reported as having made this remark, but 
there is no doubt he inspired it, and it shows 
an intensity of envy which is truly diabol- 
ical. It shows that these undelivered 
speeches fire the popular heart, and so lift 
their authors into a prominence which the 
envious Senator declares “ they do not de- 
serve.“ ° 

It Senator Anthony knew how Iinsuffer- 
ably dull the Congressional debates as pub- 
lished in the daily papers are he would not 
seek to deprive the people of the more excit- 
ing and exhilarating matter found in the un- 
delivered speeches published in the Record. 
Everybody knows that the old members 
tyrannize over the House, consuming all the 
time of the sessions in useless debate, thus 
depriving the new members of an oppor- 
tunity to be heard. We regret that\Mr. 
Anthony has joined the conspiracy to render 
the tyranny still more oppressive. Besides, 
is Mr. Anthony without any bowels of com- 
passion? At his age he ought to take some 
thought of the value of time. If the unde- 
livered speeches which are now published in

INDEX OF PROHIBITED WORKS. 

Renan’s treatise on “The Ecclesiastes” 
has been put in the Index Prohibitorum. 
This is not the first time the author has been 
admitted to thgt numerous and fashionable 
company, but he has never before so thor- 
oughly enjoyed his elevation. The Eccle- 
siastes “ was going off slowly. It had noth- 
ing like the vogue of the “Life of Jesus.” 
The publishers were in despair. They had 
exhausted their means of pushing it. If the 
Congregation of the Index had not come to 
their assistance there is no telling what 
measures they might not have been com- 
pelled to adopt. . 

Leo X trreverently said to a complaining 
friend who had written an unsalable book, 
“Why, I'll put it in the Index for you.” It 
bas been much the fashion to jeer at the 
Catholic practice in this respect, but there 
are, after all, two sides to it. The putting of 
a book in the Index may increase its sale, 
but the Congregation is not greatly con- 
cerned about the resuit. The object of the 
prohibition against the reading of certain 
books is not to prevent or diminish their gen- 
eral circulation, but te warn the faithful 
against them, and keep them from Catholic 
readers. If Protestants choose to read such 
writings because the authorities of the Cath- 
olic Church have condemned them, the lat- 
ter cannot surely be held to a strict account 
for the consequences. They indicate to the 
children of the church what they should not 
read; and the object of their interference 18 
attained if their counsel is followed by those 
to whom it is addressed. 

The theory of the Index, nevertheless, has 
always been regarded as wrong by Protestant 
writers, and it probably Isso. Books cannot 
be suppressed by decrees any more than 
comets can. If there is anything true, gen- 
uine, vital, and worthy to dive in literature no 
church or power on ea can destroy it. 
The Paradise Lost” has not succumbed 
to the Index, and Adam Smith's Wealth of 
Nations,” which was proscribed “for 
its lowness of style and looseness of 
morals,” is still the corner-stone of a 
new science. An English geographical 
manual was recently put in the Index be- 
cause it took a despondent view of the morals 
of the Mexican monks. But it the morals of 
the Mexican monks really are bad they have 
much reason to wish the Index had never 
been invented. The action of the authori- 
ties has possibly turned the calcium light on 
a number of delicate ecclesiastical questions 
in Mexico. Gibbon, of course, broke into 
the Index as soon as his famous Seventh 
Chapter had been written, but it is still the 
best-thumbed portion of all his writings. 
Goldsmith wrote a History of England whose 
feebleness ought to have saved him from 
priestly censure, but it was pronounced one 
of the prohibited works. Time and dull- 
ness have prohibited it more effectually 
than the thunders of the Vatican. 
There is an odd story that a Treatise 
on Trigonometry was once put in the Index 
under the supposition that it advanced 
heretical notions about the Trinity, and a 
pamphlet on the Destruction of Insects ” 
got into the same honorable company be- 
cause it was thought to be acovert attack on 
the Jesuits. 

Protestants who are accustomed to vaunt 
the liberty of the press in their own church 
may not care to be reminded that Calvin 
wrote to the ministers at Frankfort urging 
them to burn one of Servetus’ books, or that 
Luther had an Index of his own. In the 
early days of New England the public burn- 
ing of books was no uncommon thing. One 
of the works ef John Eliot, the Indian 
apostle, was burned as heretical] and treason- 
able, and the history of that period records 
many instances of the same kind. 

The Protestant Index nowadays is not 
promulgated by any church, but it resides in 
the enlightened conscience of the clergy. 
Renan possibly has a place in the Protestant 
as well as ip the Catholic Index.

There are many books 
not commonly regarded as infidel or immoral 
writings which Protestant laymen would 
not care to have their pastors see them read- 
ing. They are in the Protestant Index, which 
is not the less efficient because 
printed or proclaimed. 
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MUSIC AND SAND-FLIES. 

One of the most charming attractions of 
Chicago as the great place of summer resort, 
Mr. Thomas’ summer-night concerts, is at an 
end.

and that the band itself is so largely com- 
posed of Chicago musicians. We heartily 
commend them to Cleveland. 


Sterling P. Rounds, Public Printer, 

Some six months ago President Arthur 
had the good fortune to meet Sterling P. 
Rounds, Esq., of Chicago, among the persons 
recommended to bim for the office of Superin- 
tendent of the Goveroment printing estab- 
lishment at Washington, and had the better 
fortune to appoint bim to that office. Mr. 
Rounds was evidenily the proper man for the 
piace. With a personal experience second to 
that of no one in the country. and with a repu- 
tation for integrity as widely extended as the 
printing business, and as richly deserved, he 
took to the office all the qualities of head and 
heart that should be possessed by a man holding 
such an important position of trust and of such 
consequence to a vast number of employés.

Every man, woman, and child must 
have an honest and fair price for a fair day’s 
work, and he who is not willing to pay this is an 
enemy to honesty and a traitor to equal rights.” 
Upon this the New Haven Register remarks: 
„The best- paid and easiest of all occupations, 
that of * housework,’ American girls sbun eu- 
tirely. A competent American girl, who throws 
aside her false pride, can earn from $3 to $5 a 
week, together with board and lodging, as a 
cook or waitress, if she only will; but, instead 
of so doing, and thus becoming independent, she 
prefers to clerk in a store at $2 a week, and 
board and lodge herself!“ 


AN opinion was recently rendered by 
Judge Lowell, of the United States Circuit Court 
in Massachusetts. with reference to silver quar- 
ters and half-doliars with pieces. cut out and the 
holes filled with other metal. Judge Lowell 
boids that such coinsare in effect counterfeit, 
and that whoever so mutilates them or knowing- 
ly passes therm is guilty of counterfeiting. The 
reasoning by which he reaches this conciusion is, 
that coins of these denominations are required 
to be of a certain weight and fineness, and are 
not a legai-tender if they fall below the fixed 
standard. if such a cold,“ he says, nas had 
an appreciable amount of silver removed from 
it, we cannot say that it remains a good coin for 
its original value, or even for proportionate 
value. If, then, the hole is plugged with base 
metal or with any substance other than silver, 
this act is an act of céunterfeiting, because it

History of the Contagion in This 
City During the Past Three 
Years. 


The Public Health Preserved by 
a Vigorous Compulsory 
Vaccination. 


Total Number of Reported Cases in 
Eighteen Months, 1,958; 
Deaths, 1,358. 


The scourge of small-pox, of which the peo- 
ple have been reminded trom day to day 
through the press for the past two years, and to 
wick hundreds have falien victims, made its ro- 
appearance in this city in June, 1879. This was 
the first case that had been reported for about 
fifteen months, and naturally created some 
alarm at the time.

A vaccine point at retail costs about 10 cents, 
and estimating upon this basis it appears that 
enough money has been speut in this direcuon, 
to vaccipate 609,600 persous, or a greater popu< 
lation than the city contains. This is partially 
explained. however, by the fact that thousands 
of points dave been used upon immigrants, 
and by the further fact that it bas often been’ 
found necessary to vaccinate the same person u 
secon i and even a third time.

SHOPLIFTING. 


What the Storekeepers Say of It as a 
Fine Art. 

The recent arrest of a sextet. of shoplifters in 
this city, and the publication of a list of the re- 
tail stores which had been victimized by them, 
induced a representative of Tue Trispung to 
visit the establishments of several retailers yes- 
terday for the purpose of asking about this par- 
ticular class of thieves and leurning something 
of their methods. He learned that of late the 
shoplifters had not done so much work, as 
they were pretty weil koown and were 
watched closely when they entered a 
store. Women are generally the ones who 
are adepts in this particular line of stealing, and 
vecasionally little girls are spotted. If they do 
not carry a basket or satehel with them in which 
to conccal the goods they lift, they’secrete them 
under voluminous shawls and make away with 
them. 

Mr. Grable, who is manager of Sea's establish- 
mentinthe absence of Mr. Sea in Europe, was 
the tirst man interviewed. “Shoplifting with 
us. be said, “is a frequent occurrence, but our 
clerks are so instructed that they always keep a 
close watch of suspicious-looking characters.” 

How did the gang that was recently arrested 
get in on you? asked the reporter. 

“They did their work on the second floor, 
where our clerks are somewhat scattered. Down 
stairs we have so many clerks that it is almost 
impossible to make a haul,” 

Do your clerks often commit mistakes in 
making accusations ?”’ 

“Very seidom. They are generally pretty 
certain of a person when they charge him or her 
with wrougdoing.”’ 

Do you ever employ detectives ?’”’ 

“ Occasionally, during a great rush we have 
detectives here; but we are acquainted with the 
most notorious shoplitters, and when they come 
in we bave a man follow them around and 
watch them. That shames them off, and they 
go away witbout troubling us. At present there 
is comparatively little shoplifting, and we do 
not have occasion to make many arrests.” 

Mr. Hackmac, of the Boston Store, stated to 
the reporter that they had been troubied 
very Uttle of late by sboplifters. 
The clerks were careful, and had 
their instructions to watch  suspicious- 
iook i peopie. Many of the professional 
shoplifters were known and were watcbed when 
they entered the piace. Mistakes were selaom 
made by the cierks, and if they were not sure 
they would always ask a person if they hadn't 
picked up the wrong bundle before accusing 
them of anything wrong. 

The managers of several other retail stores 
were questioned witha like result. They said 
their clerks were always careful and watchful, 
and would detect any shoplifting and cause the 
arrest of the wrong-doers. Severai retail jew- 
elers were also interviewed, and suid that lately 
they bad not been troubied by thieves of this 
class. It appears plain that the strict system of 
watch put upon them bere bas driven them to 
more congenial climes. 


The Agricultural Prospect, 
London Observer.

The totai number employed is 2,925, of which

ELEPHANTINE PRANKS. 


Barnum’s Elepbaut **Emperor” Runs 
Amuck Through the Streets of Troy, 
Upsetting Everything in His Path, 
and injuring Sev@al Persans. 

New York Herald. 

Troy, N. X., Aug. 3—Last night, after 10 
o'clock, the large elephant Emperor, of Bar- 
num’s circus,refused to follow the other animais 
across the railroad bridge in the upper part of 
the city. Heturned and started down River 
street, followed by three smaller clephants. The 
keepers and policemen gave chase, but the ele- 
phants ran faster thao a horse could, and going 
through the principal business and residence 
part of the town continued in company until 
they ached Adams street. At this point 
Empe was attracted by the light in the 


Rensselaer Rail Mill, and, dashing through 
the open — 128 entered the lower room. 
He was followed by his companions. A panic 
ensued among the workmen, Who bid in every 
poésible place until the huge beasts had taken 
ther departure, Emperor staying the longest, 
and on his way out knocked down Micbdaei 
Casey and a lady who was with him. They re- 
ceived a rough shock. When Emperor got out- 
ge he stepped oo some red- hot rails which bad 
just come from tbe roils, and. givi an awful 
rour of pain, started up Madison sifeet. When 
Emperor reached First street be was smarting 
with pain from bis burps, and seeing Patrick 
Mater he nit him in the stomach witb his trunk, 
knocking him out ot time. The beast continued 
ucross vucunt lots, and near the corner of Van 
Buren and First streets came slyly behind Pat- 
rick Burus and tbrew nim over au embankment. 
Mrs. Buros was also Knocked down. Lizzie 
rrenticy, in try to get out of the 
animais way. fell and was seriously 
hurt. The enraged elephant turned into 
SBevonpd street and ran duwn as far as 
Tyler street. Ou his way he picked up a bar- 
rel and threw it through a barn. Turning 
into Tyler street be saw Michael Minehan, 55 
years old, smoking a pipe, and tussed him 
ugauinst a feuce, knocking several boards into 
splinters. Mr. Mineban bus three broken ribs, 
an injured spioe, and a body that is biack and 
blue with bruises. He feeis comiortable today, 
but suffers from internal injuries. Emperor 
continued down Union street to Polk, where be 
met Edward Burke. He tossed him iv the air, 
sprained his arm and bands, tore his clothes, and 
badly bruised his pody. 

The huge beast continued on his way to the 
steel-works. Mrs. Langley was standing in the 
door of her husband's saloon, Emperor, 
making a rush, caugut her arvund Me body with 
bis trunk. David Murphy was standing by, and, 
pulling out a revoiver, discharged the weapon. 
He was so excited that he missed the veuast, 
which, thorougbly trightened, scampered down 
the track to the steel-works. Mrs. Langley went 
into convulsions, and ber friends for a time 
despaired of ber recovery. Today she is 
better, but still very nervous and excited. 
Continuing dis erratic course, Emperor 
next came into contact with Patrick Molten, 
whom be picked up and tnrew against a door. 
Mrs. Molten bad ber &months-old baby in ber 
arms, and as she ran for the door the elephant 
struck her witb bis trunk and threw ber up 
seven steps of the first flight of stairs. The 
baby bad a miraculous escape from injury. 
Molten's left shoulder is disiocated. Emperor 
next saw John Mara and knocked him down. A 
rod further on Jerry Barlow was standing io bis 
doorway and was knocked down. Mara had two 
ribs broken and is thought to be rupiured. The 
elephant then enter the brilliantly-lighted 
steel wor:.s, walking over several red-hot steel 
„ dlooms.“ Maddened with pain he ran rapidly 
to the river, jumped in, andswam to Burden's 
blast turnace, balf a mile away. His burus 
caused bim frightful pain, and landing at Bur- 
den's he knocked a fence into splinters and 
rushed into the mill. The men were startied, 
and the enraged beast, howling territically, 
chased them around. A panic ensued. Em- 
peror slashed around witb his trunk, 
throwing fragments of iron all over the 

ince, and then made bis way up Main street. 

er fences and through tields he tore until he 
reached St. Josepu's Cemetery. By this time 
the people ot t entire section of the city 
knew that an clepuant was loose, and they pro- 
ceeded en masse to the cemetery. 

Sbowers of missiles caused the elephant to re- 
tire He retired toa neighboring oat-tield and 
remained there until this morning, when he al- 
lowed his keeper to approach hiw and permitted 
a rope to be pussed over his neck. He was lea 
through the streets to the place from which te 
started on his runaway freuk. Not one of bis 
victims heard his approach, and as none of them 
expected suo an adversury be was able to take 
them unawares. It is reported that Emperor is 
the circus elephant that bus killed several peo- 
ple and caused trouble in different places. His 
trainer, While reticeut on this point, admitted 
that Emperor's temper is very ugly. He said it 
would vot be sate to keep him on the road an- 
other season. 

Wbec Emperor ran away from bis comrades 
at the Rensselaer lron-Works the other ele- 
naunts ran toward the river, and one jumped 
n. After swimming a short distance he was 
giad to get out. His keeper tied him to a tree 
and captured the other two. The one that was 
tied managed to get nis foot loose, and the three 
scam pered off again. They tore down the fence 
at the German Catholic Church and cut up other 
capers. They were tinally captured and con- 
veyed to Green Isiand.

Small Receipts and Anxious Shorts 
Force Up the Prices of Horse- 
Feed.

A Sharp Advance in Short Ribs at the 
Close of the Day. 


There was not much doing in produce circles 
yesterday, cxcepting in oats. That market was 
excited and very much higher, chiefly for this 
month, which went up 2 to 2% cents, while the 
longer futures advanced about half as much. 
The receipts were aguin very small, aad the 
shorts were humping around in fear of not 
being able to fill on as favorable terms later in 
the month as they could do yesterday. The 
trading was chiefly between the longs and shorts, 
there being very little new business doing. One 
or two of the shorts were standing around is the 
market all day, apparently watching, but didn't 
decide upon doing anything, and their deals 
remain about as wide open as they 
were cariier in the week, with symptoms 
of a big fight to come a little later 
in the month. The bad weather is keeping oats 
back a great deal more than had been expected 
by the people who sold short for August. The 
rece!pts of thirty or forty car-loads a day are 
nothing as compared with the 700 or 800 car- 
loads that were expected, and which may come 
in a fortnight hence, provided the rainy weather 
lets up between now and theo so as to admit of 
their being got ready for market. There were 


‘bets made onthe floor that the receipts will 


amount to nearly 1,000 cars per day before the 
month is out, and that. in consequence of the 
larger supply, prices for August will drop tu the 
neighborhood of 37 cents per bushel. Choice 
vais sold yesterday as nigh as 66 cents on track, 
a fact which was quoted by the longs to prove 
that they are 


NOT ASKING TOO HIGH PRICES 


for this month when they set the figure at less 
than three-fuurthsa of amount. 

The recefpts of wheat and corn were also 
small, but prices fell off eariy in the day, chiefly 
because of a lack of outside orders to buy fut- 
ures. A demand started up towards 11 o'clock, 
whén car-lots came on the market, and it was 
found that they were iu very good demand, ex- 
porters taking all the spot wheat offered, while 
there were New York orders bere for corn sup- 
posed to be for export. The stocks of both re- 
main very low. though the quantity of wheat in 
store is a little larger than «a week ago. 
It bas not increased anything like 80 
much as was feared would be the : 
some of the shippers say that there is not 
enough here to enable them totake on cargocs 
at some houses, which accounts for a discrim- 
ination in prices observable at times in the mar- 
ket. Shippers will pay as much as balf a cent 
per bushel more for receipts of houses which 
are known to have a considerable quantity in 
stock, so that a vessel-load can be taken on at 
that elevator without baving to move around the 
creek in search of the balance of a cargo. 

THE LONG-CONTINUED WET WEATHER 
was quoted as a season for grave fears that 
wheat issprouting iu the fieids, and there were 
some country advices to that effect. But it was 
intimatea by the bears that the senders of this 
news had not been out into the tields themselves 
to take note of progress, but were simply loaf- 
ert around country groceries, who speculate in 
grain because they bave nothing else to do. The 
farmers are supposed to be really busy at work 
in the flelds, trying to take care of their grain 
as well as possible. and have not much time to 
spare to carry neus into the country depots, 
nor even to carry in their grain.

IMPROVEMENTS IN THE FARWELL HALL 
BUILDING, 

The new lecture- room in the Y. M. C. A. butid- 
ing, 148 Madison street, was informally opened 
Saturday by having the noon-meeting conducted 
in it for the firsttime. The rodm formerly oo- 
cupied as a reading-room and library has been 
much improved by having been thoroughly reu- 
ovated and rendered easy of access by the hall- 
way from Madison street leading directly into 
it. Tue name Lower Farwell Hall has been 
dropped, and it will henceforth be known as the 
lecture-room. 

All the extensive changes in tne T. M. C. A. 
building which have been going on for some 
time past are aow nearing completion, and ar- 
rangements are now dem made for a grand 
formal opening about the beginning of Septem- 
ber. When all the changes are effected the as- 
sociation will be as thoroughly equipped for its 
work, so far as accommodations are concerned, 
as they can possibly desire. They will occupy 
the entire five floors of the building, and in fit- 
ting up the rooms have kept the comfort, con- 
venience, and enjoyment of the members con- 
spicuously in view. 

On the first floor, adjoining the lecture-room, 
the room formerly occupied as the idble- work 
room has been set apart for the use of the 
Chinese, and their night school and Sunoday- 
school will be held there. Oid Lower Farweil 
Hall has been transformed iutoa gymnasium, 
which will be in charge of Prof. O. W. Miller. 
The main entrance to it will be from Arcade 
court, but tt Cun also be entered from Madison 
street in front by aside door in the main en- 
trance hall. 

The second floor is taken up with Farwell Hall 
proper, genttemen's clouk-rooms and dressing- 
rooms, the Secretary's private office, tne general 
business Offices, and the reading-room. The lat- 
ter is in tront, looking out on Madison street. 

On the third floor, in rear, are two rooms to be 
occupied as a library and as quict rooms for the 
members. The library contains upwards of 
4.000 volumes of the most carefully selected 
works. In tue front of this floor are two large 
rooms, divided from each other by foiding doors. 
which are to be used as wentiemen’s pariors and 
reception-rooms. 

On the fourth floor, in rear, are the ladies’ 
Pariors and Bible work. Adjoining these are 
cloak-roome, ete. In front a larwe room bas 
been fitted up forthe Literary Society, to be 
known asthe literary-room. The Senate will 
hold their debates there, and during the winter 

months evening classes will be conducted, in- 
struction being given in free-bhand drawing,

OBEY THK LAW. 
A CRITICISM OF THE REV. MR. KITCHIE’S 
SERMON. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHC AO, Aug. 4.—I wish to call attention to 
one point in the Rev. Arthur Ritchie’s sermon, 
printed in your issue of July 31. He uses an ar- 
gument which will not bear the test of legal ex- 
perience and which recognizes a faise principle 
in human government. He argues that if a 
presbyter differs with his Bishop on a given 
point he is justified in declining to obey the 
Bishop's orders, and to do as he pleases until 
the matter is brought totrial and decided bya 
“jawfully constituted assembly — that in this 
way a test case can be secured. This seems 
very poor logic. A law-abiding citizen of a 
spiritual or a temporal Kingdom is supposed to 
obey authority even though sometimes it may 
be doing him wrong or injustice. In civil ac- 
tions we don’t pretend or dare to set up our 
judgment against the decision of the court no 
matter how unjust it may be, but with as good 
grace as possible obey its instructions until we 
can secure another hearing. I fear the theory 
of * disobey, and be tried for it,” would prove 
a very serious test case to the offender. The 
same principie boids good in spiritual matters:

French evening dresses ot soft white Victoria

Of ali the modes of bounets introduced in the

The American Architect says 
standing the high prices of labor and materiais, 
the a te of ding operations in New 
York during the past six wooths surpasses tunt 
for a like period at any time within the history 
of thecity. Between Jan. 1 and July 1 J. % pe 
mits were issued from tne Bureau of Buildings 
for new structures 1. permits for altera; 
tions. The total estimated cost of the new build- 
ings was more than $26,000,000, or nearly $20,000 
apiece, but this bigh average is partly due to au 
unusual proportion of very expensive struct- 
ures, such as Offive-buildings and apartmwent- 
houses. The latter, particularly, ere steadily 
advancing in popularity, and more recent 
ones are constructed with great thoroughness 
and a corresponding outlay of money.

The Importance of Good Sand for Mor- 
tar.

when they make contracts, vet a practical ob- 


server cannot belp noting the alarming effect 
which the “cheap and nasty system is 
Unable te have upon not only our pub- 
lie but our private buildings, and, incidentally, 
upon matters that concern the people at large. 
in jetting a contract there ie usually nothing 
said about the quality of sand— one of the essen- 
tial elements in the durability of a structure— 
and the coutractor is left free to use whut be 
can uud ready to bis band. 4 every- 
body knows, good sand takes a old 
on brick, resulting in a solid material that may 
defy the most considerabie storms and aceidents. 
The mouldy stuff found in the dus-out base- 
ments is easier to get at, amd cheaper, and this 
is what too many contractors are 
putting in, oblivious to the result of 
erect:ng a wall which is just about ia the 
same condition as one made of piain brick 
without any mortar at all. Several such etruct- 
ures are now being erected on this plan, and it 
occurs to me that it is a matter justifying inter- 
ference on the part of the authorities. Ina 
building at the corner 1 State and Twenty- 
second streets this material is be ag used, as 

well as in othe? places. The owaecrs may 
not be aware of it, and in one 
sense it is their own lookout. But in the event 
of a fire in the top story of one of these struct- 
ures, the under part giving way would result in 
dire disaster to the men the city emplov to po- 
tect its interests. [ask if itis pot part of the 
duty of the Superintendent of Buiidings to see 
that in the construction of Duildings of an im- 
portant character material should be employed 
which will reasonably insure safety to neighbors 
in the event of a tire.

Hyde Park Real Estate. 

The demand for property in Hyde Park during 
the past week has been generally good.

THE TRAIN-BOY. 
This train-boy appeared different from any I 
had ever seen before, as his face wore a patient 
and careworn expression, and his general ap- 
pearance led one to think that he did not care 
whether school was in session or it was va- 
eation. In him there was a total ab- 
sence of that Billv-the-Kid air which 
characterizes the average train-boy. He was 
very industrious, and cireulated bis three bas- 
kets, a box of cigars, and a bundle of newspa- 
pers with great frequency. To encourage his 
industry I purchased a cigar; but, after I had 
lit it, I regretted that I had assumed the role of 
a pbilantbropist. He bad seven emaciated 
bananas in one basket, about two quarts of his- 
torical peanuts in another, and the third basket 
contained several boxes of figs which 1 recog- 
nized as having been traveling with Barnum 
last season.

AMERICAN PIANOS.

Reference to 
the tables of the Bureau of Statistics shows that 
the demand for American watches and clocks 
abroad amounted to 31.250 000 last yeur, while 
the actual value of musical instruments shipped 
81588 this country was in round numbers 


On inquiry at Messrs. Lyon & Healy’s musio- 
store in this city we learn that the sale of Eu- 
ropean-made pianos in this country, which some 
years ago was quite large, bas now practically 
ceased. They also inform us that of all the 
pianos shipped to Europe seventy per cent were 
made by the celebrated house of Steinway & 
Sons, of New York City. When we re- 
member that only a few years ago 
the balance of trade in musical instruments was 
in favor of Europe, this present showing of such 
a large sum in our favor is very flattering to the 
ability and genius of our home manufacturers— 
especially to the well-known bouse that heads 
the list.
